HEART STRAIN 


Unusual Exértion May Cause It, and 
Mr So May a Fit of Temper 

To keep your temper is rather a! 
good idea, said Dr. Strickland Goodall 
in a lectur? at the Institute of Hygiene. 
Every time the heart contracts, he 
sald, tg force would raise a weight of 
two pounds to ths height of one foot, 
and it does this from 70 to 140 times 
every minute. 

Acute heart strain was difficult to 
produce in a young, well nourished 
and healthy adult, but it was very easy 
to produce if the heart muscles was 
anaemic or poisoned or was the seat 
of degenrative disease. 

Running to catch a train increased 
the heart’s work by 228 foot pounds 
a minute. Ascending a staircase sicw- 
ly increased the heart's work by 112 
foot pounds; ascending quickly by 152 
foot pourids. 

The enormous amount of total extra

Survivors of great railway accidents 
do not readily forget the experience. 
Charles Dickens did not, when on 
June 9, 1865, a train fell through the 
bridge at Stnplehurst, England, gand 
the carriage ‘n which he wag. travel- 
ling, hung over tke side.

Salt and Fresh Water Lakes 


Fresh water iakes are always only 
expansions of rivers, due to the par- 
ticular topographival configuration of 
a valley. They are all churacterized 
by the fact that the water that they 
receive rungs-out either continuously or 
intermittently and that the chemical 
constitution of their water remains 
constantly the same as thot of ‘the 
streams and rivers of the same region. 
Salt lakes, on the other hand, are al- 
ways closed basins, without outlet, and 
their water is removed only by surface 
evaporation. Trese facts being well 
understood, we see at once why the 
former lakes contain fresh water and 
the others salt water. Water is na- 
ture’s great sclvent. Hardly a single 
substance, simple or compound; es- 
capes its dissolving action: Conse- 
quently the water that flows over the 
earth’s surface or in its depths cun- 
tains constantly in solytion  sub- 
stances that finally accumulate in the 
great common reservoir, the ocean, 
| Whose mass, removed only by evapor- 
ation, becomes more and 
charged with saline matter.

African teakwood is renowned ior 
its indestructible quatities. Jt was 
jused to an enormous extent in ship- 
building and many ships built cf it are 
still in existence more than 100 years 
later; most of the famous East India- 
men were built of teak. The wood is 
very heavy and hard; its weight is 
from 42 to 52 pounds per cubic foot, 
whereas pine only weighs about 30 
pounds per cirbic foot. Peak is easily 
worked, but the large quantity of solid 
contained in it necessitates extra hard 
tools and even then they are subject to 
rapid weai. The wood contains an oil 
which prevents nails driven into it 
from rusting.—American Machinist.

Bennett Burleigh, one of the fore- 
most’ war correspondents of modern

PATROL _ TO WATCH DERELICTS 


Britain, France, Germany and United 
States Will Bear Expense of 
Undertaking | 

To free the North Atlantic of dere- 
licts, the United States revenue cut- 
ters Seneca ani Miami, will estzb- 
lish an interrational patrol ir those 
waters as authorized by the Interna- 
tional Maritime Conference in Lond¢n 
last year. t 

At present th. two cutters are 
working out ri Halifax to warn ves- 
seip-ngainst icebergs which mey-cross 
the paths frequented by steamers he- 
tween Europe and Amerita. Ag soon 
as the danger of ‘cebergs has passed, 
the two cutters will search for dere- 
licts which imperil shipping. One of 
the cutters will make its headquar- 
tars somewhere jn the Azores and 
confine its duty t, the’ European end 
of the trans-Atlantic routes. The other 
will make ts headquarters either in| 
Newfoundland ox Nova Scotia and 
limit {ts efforts to the American end 
of the well-travelled course.

Trees and Lightning. 
There is a popular belief that oer-
